“PALESTINE TRUCE. 


In a world which seems 
to be boiling up most. dis- 
turbingly, the acceptance by 
the Arabs of the demand for 
a further truce in Palestine 
comes ‘as a welcome surprise. 
Were there any real indica- 
tions of a genuine spirit of 
compromise also, the situa- 


tion ‘could be viewed with: 


the optimism that guides 
Count Bernadotte, who thinks 
that both Jews and Arabs 
recognise the. necessity for 
peaceful relations between 
the two communities and for 
economic unity. 

A more practical reason 
for the Arab. decision is 
probably, that events since 
the resumption of hostilities 
have done little to encourage 
belief among Arabs in their 
capacity, at the moment, of 
achieving their political aims 
by militdry. means. Those 
Arabs who have not been in 
the fighting have been an- 
gered by the truce decision 
-—and {it may prove to be 
easier for the Arab leaders 
to show a responsible spirit 
in the further negotiations 
with Count Bernadotte than 
to produce an agreement 
which will__ satisfy public 
‘Op “in Cairo, “Amman, 
Damascus and Baghdad. 

For the moment, there is 
little to suggest “that the 
United Nations’ mediator 
‘will find a common = de- 
nominator .capable of form- 
ing the basis of an agree- 
ment ‘acceptable to both 
sides. The Arab consent to 
the new truce was, in itself, 
hedged about with conditions 


‘|—or demands for the accept- 


ance of ‘ conditions—which 
would themselves be suffi- 
cient to preclude the pros- 
pects of an agreed settle- 
ment. Nevertheless, Count 
Bernadotte will resume his 
task with the good wishes 
of all who sense the import- 
ance of peace in the Middle 
East.’ His recommendations 
of a week or s0 ‘ago -had 
closer regard for the renl- 
ities that any, previous solu- 
tion offered and they might 
easily form the basis for fur-
